Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Year  1954? 
with  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Surveyor  and  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector, 

The  general  health  of  the  district  has  again  been  exceedingly 

good. 

Statistics  show  an  increase  in  the  birth  rate  of  3*2  per  1000 
estimated  population  and  a  decrease  of  2.7  in  the  death  rate,  compared 
to  1953.  Deaths  of  children  under  1  year  of  age  were  2,  both  being 
due  to  prematurity. 

Infectious  diseases  notified  at  22  in  all,  is  an  extremely  low 
figure  -  no  patients  were  admitted  to  Hospital.  No  diphtheria  or 
acute  poliomyelitis  were  reported.  7  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were 
notified  against  6  in  1953?  and  there  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector's  report,  the 
drainage  at  Eye  has  been  satisfactorily  dealt  with  except  for  a  small 
portion  to  be  completed  in  1955?  but  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to 
commence,  work  on  the  other  two  much  needed  schemes  at  Glinton  &  Helpston 
and  &  Ailsworth. 

The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  with  an  increased  consumption 
of  nearly  7,000,000  gallons  compared  with  last  year. 

34  Council  Houses  were  built  during  the  year,  with  a  further  31  in 
the  course  of  building.  Considerable  re-housing  from  sub-standard 
houses  is  still  necessary.

Housing  (Repairs  and  Rents)  Act  1954. 

Under  the  above  enactment,  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  require  local  authorities  to  submit 
by  next  August,  the  estimated  number  of  houses  to  be  dealt 
with  under  Demolition  or  Clearance  Orders.  As  it  is 
seven  years  since  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  was  commenced, 
it  has  been  considered  advisable  to  re-survey  some  of 
the  category  3  and  4  houses,  to  ascertain  whether 
deterioration  has  taken  place  and  if  any  should  now  be 
included  in  category  5.  A  start  has  been  made,  and  81 
houses  in  the  parishes  of  Ailsworth,  Etton,  Glinton 
and  Peakirk  have  been  re-inspected.  The  following  have 
been  placed  in  category  5:- 

Ailsworth  (1)  Glinton  (3)  Peakirk  (2). 

It  has  been  noticed  that  various  improvements,  such 
as  the  provision  of  sinks,  drainage,  the  provision  of 
water  services  inside  dwellings  and  general  repair  work 
has  been  carried  out  to  several  houses,  some  of  which  it 
may  now  be  possible  to  place  in  a  higher  category.

Slaughter  Houses. 

When  the  decontrol  of  slaughtering  took  place  in 
Julys  three  applications  for  slaughterhouses  to  he  licensed 
were  received. 

Inspections  of  the  premises  were  made  and  various 
works  of  repairs  and  minor  alterations  were  required 
of  the  Owners.  The  work  was  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory- 

manner  before  the  Licences  were  issued. 

The  slaughterhouses  have  since  been  maintained  in 
a  clean  and  satisfactory  condition.

Such  premises  were 
re-inspected  after  a  short  period,  and  in  all  cases, 
disinfestation  had  been  carried  out.

The  collection  of  house  refuse  throughout  the  district 
is  carried  out  by  Contract,  A  new  Contractor  commenced 
on  April  1st,  and  few  complaints  have  been  received,  and 
these,  upon  investigation,  were  found  to  be. triviol, 
or  arose  through  a  mis-understanding  between  the  Contractor 
and  the  Occupiers  of  houses  in  isolated  positions

Planning  permission  for  the  two  bungalows  at  Peakirk 
was  refused  by  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Committee  and 
two  bungalows  proposed  to  be  erected  at  Newborough  are  not 
now  to  be  built. 

The  number  of  houses  completed  during  the  year  has 
been  26  as  against  1 5  in  1953?  distributed  as  follows 

Borough  Pen  (3)  Castor  fl  )  Eye  (8)  Glinton  (4)  Helpston  (2) 
Marholm  (1  )  Newborough  (1)  Northborough  (6). 

This  brings  the  total  number  of  houses  erected  by 
Private  Enterprise  since  1945  to  146. 

12  houses  were  in  course  of  erection  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  distributed  as  follows 

Eye  (1)  Glinton  (4)  Marholm  (1)  Northborough  (6). 

14  other  dwellings  for  which  plans  have  been  approved 
had  not  been  commenced  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Building  Licences. 

The  number  of  Building  Licences  issued  during  the 
year  in  respect  of  new  houses  has  been  5.  2  licences  were 

subsequently  cancelled,  the  Owners  not  wishing  to  proceed 
with  the  buildings. 

During  the  year,  the  need  for  licences  for  the  erection 
of  dwellings  by  Private  Enterprise  was  cancelled. 

Housing  Act  1 949 
Improvement  Grants 


Improvement  Grants  in  respect  of  8  houses  have  been 
approved  during  the  year,  tht  total  amount  of  Grant  being 
£2,083.  13.  Od. 

Work  has  been  completed  at  4  of  the  premises,  but  work 
on  one  at  Peakirk  approved  in  %)ril  has  not  been  commenced. 
Work  is  proceeding  on  the  remainder.

Maintenance  Work  to  Council  Houses, 


No  external  decorations  have  been  carried  out 
during  the  year,  and  the  repair  works  carried  out 
have  been  chiefly  the  renewal  of  firebricks  and  fire 
bars  to  grates,  repair  of  tile  surrounds  and  the 
provision  of  new  storage  tanks  to  the  Post  War  houses. 

Routing  inspections  of  205  houses  were  made  during 
the  last  six  months  of  the  year,  At  25  houses,  tenants 
were  requested  to  carry  out  minor  works  of  decorations, 
tidying  up  gardens  etc, 

Marholm  Hutment  Camp 

During  the  year  5  more  huts  were  closed  and  there 
now  remain  only  4  huts  still  occupied. 

Moveable  Dwelling®, 

The  number  of  moveable  dwellings  stationed  at 
various  parts  of  the  district  and  for  which  temporary 
licences  have  been  granted  is  44*  Of  these  27  are  on 
an  approved  site  at  Thorney  Road,  Eye.  Another  site 
at  Peterborough  Road,  Eye  is  still  in  the  process  of 
being  developed  and  this  when  completed,  will  be  for 
11  moveable  dwellings.  3  undesirable  sites  at  Eye  have 
been  cleared. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage  Disposal 

The  scheme  at  Eye  has  been  completed  except  for 
the  enlargement  of  the  Little  Close  Pumping  Station, 

The  greater  part  of  the  sewage  is  now  pumped  to  the 
City  of  Peterborough  Sewerage  Disposal  Works,  and  the 
remainder  will  also  be  likewise  dealt  with  when  work 
on  the  Little  Close  Pumping  Station  is  completed. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  scheme  for  the- parishes  of 
Heipston,  Glinton,  Peakirk  and  Etton,  and  for  Castor 
and  Ailsworth,  may  be  commenced  during  1955?  end  the 
schemes  for  Northborough,  Maxey  and  Deeping  Gate  may 
not  be  long  delayed,  as  the  satisfactory  disposal  of 
house  drainage  under  present  conditions  is  very 
difficult,  and  will,  in  the  very  near  future,  give 
rise  to  considerable  nuisance  all  over  the  district.

Water  Supplies 

The  total  quantity  of  water  purchased  in  bulk  from 
the  City  of  Peterborough  has  been  59?428,000  gallons 
as  against  52, 695? 000  gallons  for  the  year  1953?  an 
increase  of  6, 733? 000  gallons. 


This  increase  of  nearly  7,000,000  gallons  is 
due  chiefly  to  the  number  of  new  houses  erected  In  the 
district,  to  the  provision  of  baths  and  water  closets 
to  many  existing  houses,  and  new  services  laid  to 
houses,  fields  and  premises  not  previously  supplied. 

The  work  of  laying  1  050  yards  of  3"  main  along 
Hundreds  Road,  Newborough  to  supply  farm  buildings  and 
3  cottages,  the  extension  of  a  2”  main  at  Helpston  Road, 
Glinton. to  supply  3  new  bungalows,  the  extension  of 
a  2,(  main  at  Lincoln  Road,  Northborough  to  supply  8 
new  Council  houses,  were  completed  during  the  year. 

The  laying  of  a  3"  main  at  Woodcroft  Road,  Marholm 
to  supply  new  buildings  in  course  of  erection  was 
commenced  at  the  end  of  the  year,  but  weather  conditions 
prevented  completion  during  the  year  under  review. 

63  new  services  have  been  connected  to  the  mains 
during  the  year* 

The  pressure  in  the  mains  at  Eye,  particularly 
along  Peterborough  Road  is  low,  due  chiefly  to  the  low 
pressure  in  the  Corporation -Main  at  the  Newark  -  Eye 
boundary.  The  linking  up  of  the  main  at  Crowland  Road, 
Eye  Green  with  the  Glinton  supply  has  helped  to  maintain 
a  reasonable  pressure  to  the  greater  part  of  Eye,  but  in 
the  event  of  a  serious  breakdown  in  the  Glinton  supply, 
the  pressure  -in  Eye  would  be  insifficient  to  maintain 
a  supply  to  the  whole  of  the  village.  To  lay  a  larger 
main  from  the  City's  main  at  Newhrk  would  be  of  little 
use,  unless  the  City  also  enlarged  their  main.  The 
only  other  method  might  be  to  epect  a  Booster  Sthtion  near 
the  Newark  -  Eye  boundary. 

Petroleum  ('Regulations)  Act. 

43  Licences  were  issued  during  the  year  to  store 
petroleum  spirit  for  private  usage  or  for  sale. 

The  amount  of  fees  collected  in  respect  of  Licences 
issued  was  G 23,  10.
